LET'S HAVE IT TOUGH 


One of the unfortunate facts of our war 
effort is that too few of us have a full and com- 
plete realization of what it is going to take to 
win this war. Churchill put it plainly and 
clearly when he coined the phrase ‘Blood, toil, 
tears and sweat’. Too few of us have ever 
taken these four words, thought about them in 
their full meaning and then said to ourselves: 
“This means ME”. If everyone could only 
disabuse themselves of the idea that by some 
special dispensation of a benevolent God they 
are exempt from taking their full share of re- 
sponsibility in the war effort, we would have a 
better chance of winning this war ina shorter 
time. It takes sacrifices to win wars; and it 
takes guts to make sacrifices. There are no 
little parts to play in this war, Every oneof us 
is a majoractor with a vital roleto enact. A 
war must be financed and if the powers that 
be won't let crocks like you and [ don a uni- 
fom, they do need every dollar we can loan 
them. To-some of us, who have by force of 
circumstances always found it necessary to 
live up to the full extent of our limited incom- 
es, it is a sacrifice to purchase regularly war 
sivings certificates. Yet it is a small sacri- 
fice to make in comparison to that made by 
some others. Let us realize it is necessary 
and not wait till a German bomb or a Jap 
bayonet impress it upon us.

SOME IMPORTANT POINTS 
ABOUT YOUR RATION CARD 


1. A Ration Card is required for each 
individual person, regardless of age. 


2. Each numbered coupon is good for 
a two weeks’ ration of 1 lb. of sugar. 


3. Coupon No. 1 is good July Ist; 
coupon No. 2, July 13th; coupon No. 3, 
July 27th; coupon No. 4, August 10th; 
coupon No. 5, August 24th. 


4. Coupons cannot be used before the 
specified dates, but may be used any 
time afterwards. 


5. Only coupons 1, 2, 3, 4 and 5 can 
be used for sugar buying. 

6. Do not use coupons A, B, C, D and 
E, unless instructions are issued by The 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board. Do not 
detach them. 


7. Coupons must be detached in the 
presence of your retailer. He will not 
accept loose, detached coupons. 

8. If you do the buying for your home, 
or for a number of people, you may 
purchase sugar for them by taking their 
ration cards with you to the store. 

9. If you order by telephone, coupons 
must be detached in the presence of, or 
by the delivery man. 

10. Retailers may hold customers’ ration 
cards and detach coupons for them in 
cases where customers are not ordinarily 
at home to take delivery; or in the case 
of summer cottagers having deliveries 
made by mail or express. 

11. If you go visiting for a week or 
more, you should take your ration card 
with you for your host to use.

12. If you are a regular boarder in a 
house, you should turn your ration card 
over to your landlady so she may secure 
your sugar allowance. 


13. You do not use coupons for the 
purchase of sugar for preserving, can- 
ning, jam or jelly making. Additional 
quantities are allowed for these pur- 
poses, for which you sign a special 
Sugar Purchase Voucher, which your 
grocer will give you. 


14. You do not require coupons for 
sugar that you consume in restaurants 
or public eating places.

Provinces, the Wartime Salvage Limited, a Government Company, has completed arrangements 
with the following Western Canadian Elevators for collection and purchase of scrap iron and steel: 


Alberta Wheat Pool. Saskatchewan Pool Elevators. 
Manitoba Pool Elevators Ltd. United Grain Growers Limited. 
North-West Line Elevator Association. 


These Companies handle and purchase this material on behalf of the Government without 
cost to the Government, and without profit to themselves. Any monies received over and 
above the actual cost of handling will be donated to War Charities. 


An Agent of one of the above named Elevator Companies has been appointed in your district 
as an official buyer on behalf of the Wartime Salvage Limited.
